W 
HENEVER food is m entioned, a t once the thought is of something 
to put into the m outh, and thereby something wherewith to satisfy 
a certain craving in one’s stomach. 
But, in the broader sense, food m ust there be for all our moods, for 
the satisfaction of th e urge which comes out of our hearts, at so many 
times, for som ething with which to feed the weary eyes—weary of look­ 
ing at the same things day after day in the same places! 
And then there is th a t great granary of food for the m ind—books. 
Never until the other day had I visioned the food store of Robert B ur­ 
ton’s “The Anatomy of M elancholy.” It was produced in 1621, I believe. 
The title of the book always kept me away—but riy first dip brought 
a g reat'satisfaction to me, as it will to any vigorous, grown person. 
I am very sure th a t my eyes never look quite so happy as when I 
have been feeding them upon a week-or-so-feast in wildest nature. 
I 
become intoxicated w ith the delights of the forest, the stream , im perfect 
paths, hidden coves about a lake or the sea, or to come suddenly upon 
a flower th a t I had no idea existed at all. 
W hen I am in Florida I w ant to be at the seashore every moment 
th a t I can. 
The sea’s swelling tides and its soothing song against the 
sand are exquisite music to my tired brain, and so often to my confused 
outlook. Life always seems so m uch simpler and more beautiful after a 
spell beside the great silent talking sea. Silent in talk—but endless are 
its whispers! 
Then, when I am perm itted to go to my little island in Nova Scotia, 
again I am thrilled and feel th a t I am again in a land of splendor—at 
home in the m idst of wild beauty th a t is older th an any civilization. 
I 
am fed anew with a life food th a t no words are able to describe. 
It is not essential, however, to travel far for the food of nature. 
I 
look from my window a t any hour of the day and night—an d there is 
offered a free meal .in beauty and understanding. 
The rain, the snow, 
the wind, the sunshine, the squirrels th a t leap front tree to tree, the rocks 
th a t lift themselves from out of the soil, the cheerful chirps of the winged 
fowls of the air—each furnishes nourishm ent to the heart and the soul 
th a t no grocer or m eat m an could ever cope with. 
There is wondrous com fort in th e food th a t these things give to a hu­ 
m an being. 
And no wealth whatsoever could replace them in value.
